Officials mum in Starkey slaying 


REFLECTIONS— After th e 
mo tio n Tu esday at th e Co u n ty 
Bo ard meetin g n o t to p u rsu e 
n ego tiatio n s to p u rch ase o r 
lease th e GROP lan dfill, Ch air­ 
man A. H. Fraza, District 4, u n ­ 
bu rden ed h imself claimin g h e 
h ad “been cru cified” in th e 
p ress fo r h is ro le in th e lan dfill 
issu e. 
Fraza did n o t men tio n u s, 
sp ecifically , bu t we did criti­ 
cize h im in th is co lu mn fo r 
leadin g th e ch arge to get th e 
co u n ty in to th e lan dfill bu si­ 
n ess. 
Ou r simp le p o in t is sin ce h e 
rep resen ts th e p eo p le liv in g 
n o rth o f th e Ro ck Riv er, h e 
n eed n o t assu me a leadin g ro le 
in an effo rt to fin d o u t h o w 
mu ch th e co u n ty wo u ld h av e to 
p ay to get co n tro l o f determin ­ 
in g fro m wh ere in creased v o l­ 
u me o f garbage wo u ld o rigi­ 
n ate. 
We believ e th is is a p ro p er 
p u rsu it fo r bo ard members 
liv in g in th e gen eral Ambo y 
area, bu t n o t fo r bo ard mem­ 
bers wh o se co n stitu en ts are 
mo stly residen ts o f th e city o f 
Dix o n . 
Fraza claims th e last ro u n d 
o f talks with th e city were 
merely a co n tin u atio n o f Dix ­ 
o n ’s req u est fo r fin an cial h elp 
to o ffset lan dfill o p eratin g defi­ 
cits. 
It seems to u s a rev iew o f 
ev en ts wh ich h av e tran sp ired 
in th e p ast y ear will n o t su p ­ 
p o rt th is co n ten tio n . 
In Ap ril, 1972, th e city was 
p u blicly co n siderin g leasin g th e 
lan dfill to a p riv ate firm wh ich 
m igh t brin g garbage fro m 
Ro ckfo rd, Milwau kee an d Ch i­ 
cago su bu rbs to th e GROP 
lan dfill. 
A great o u tcry emerged 
fro m Ambo y area residen ts 
p ro testin g th e city ’s p ro p o sal 
to lease th e lan dfill o p era­ 
tio n s to a p riv ate firm. 
Th e city ex p lain ed o p eratio n 
o f th e lan dfill was a drain o n 
city fin an ces an d it was seekin g 
relief fro m th is mo n ey p ro b­ 
lem. 
May o r Warren Walder at­ 
ten ded th e May 1, 1972 co u n ty 
bo ard meetin g an d du rin g 
discu ssio n abo u t th e city ’s 
co n sideratio n o f leasin g o u t 
th e lan dfill, Ch arles Du n p h y , 
District 1, asked th e may o r 
“to h o ld u p do in g an y th in g 
u n til th e co u n ty h as time to 
co n sider giv in g th e city so me 
fin an cial aid.’’ 
Th e city th en dro p p ed all 
n ego tiatio n s with th e p riv ate 
firm. 
Du n p h y was n amed ch air­ 


man o f a lan dfill co mmittee an d 
o n Ju n l, 1972 th at co mmittee 
met an d settled o n su ggestin g 
th e co u n ty giv e $20,000 each 
y ear to th e city . 
Du n p h y bro u gh t u p th e 
co mmittee rep o rt at th e Ju n e 
12, 1972 bo ard meetin g an d 
after co n siderable discu ssio n 
th e matter was referred to a 
co mmittee. 
Th e matter h as n o t y et been 
rep o rted o u t o f co mmittee, n o r 
was an y amo u n t p u t in to th e 
co u n ty ’s 1973 bu dget to p ay an y 
mo n ey to th e city . 
Each o n e h as to decide 
wh eth er th e v isit o f Fraza 
an d so me o th er co u n ty p eo p le 
to th e o ffice o f May o r Walder 
o n Jan . 29, was a co n tin u atio n 
o f th e talks. 
At Tu esday ’s bo ard meetin g 
sev eral members co mp lain ed 
th ey kn ew n o th in g o f th e co u n ­ 
ty ’s o ffer to bu y th e lan dfill 
“u n til th ey read it in th e p a­ 
p er.” 
Fraza defen ded h is actio n re­ 
p o rtin g h e h ad go tten to geth er 
with “so me o th ers wh o h av e 
been in th is fro m th e begin ­ 
n in g.” 
Th e ch airman did n o t n ame 
h is co n federates, bu t th ey 
seem to in clu de Blain e Allen , 
District 2, an d Du n p h y . 
Fraza to ld bo ard members 
th ey h ad in fo rmatio n abo u t th e 
o p eratio n s o f th e lan dfill wh ich 
h ad n o t been made p u blic. 
Th e ch airman later said all 
th e in fo rmatio n th e gro u p h ad 
gath ered came fro m th e city ’s 
o p eratin g bu dget. 
To u s it seems rath er im­ 
p ro p er fo r an “ Ex ecu tiv e 
co mmittee,” o f th e bo ard 
takin g so me actio n o f wh ich 
th e bo ard members are n o t 
aware. 
Wh atev er meetin gs th e Fraza 
gro u p h ad, th ey were n o t p u b­ 
licly an n o u n ced an d th e p ress 
was u n aware th is 
“select” 
gro u p was meetin g. 
Th e p ress was in fo rmed by 
Fraza h imself th at h e an d so me 
o th er were go in g to meet o n 
Jan . 29 with May o r Walder to 
discu ss th e lan dfill. 
Th is p h ase o f th e drama 
co n clu ded Tu esday with th e 
14 to 12 v o te n o t to p u rsu e, at 
th is time, an y fu rth er n ego ti­ 
atio n s to lease o r p u rch ase 
th e lan dfill. 
Th e n ex t mo v e is th e city ’s 
an d o u r gu ess is th ey will n o t 
act swiftly to do an y th in g. 
May o r Walder h as o ften de­ 
clared, “Th e co u n ty came to 
me with th is p ro p o sal, I did n o t 
go to th em .”

not a ll tha t good 


An elementary stu dy of econom­ 
ics will demonstrate to the most list­ 
less scholar that dev alu ation of the 
dollar won’t bring all those benefits 
we’v e been hearing abou t. 
For one thing, the major imbal­ 
ance is with Japan. (The United 
States slid from a fav orable $240 
million in 1964 to an u nfav orable $4.1 
billion in 1972. The Japanese sold 
this cou ntry large amou nts of au to­ 
mobiles, steel and electronic equ ip­ 
ment. 
Despite the lou d ou tcries from 
some Japanese produ cers, dev alu a­ 
tion of the dollar and the u pward 
trend of the y en will not, in the main, 
hamper Japanese ex ports to the 
United States if the Japanese tak e 
the simple, logical steps open to 
them. If proof is needed as to Japan­ 
ese confidence on this score, stu dy 
the stock s of the major Japanese 
manu factu rers with mark ets in the 
United States. They hav e done well 
indeed on the Tok y o Stock Ex ­ 
change. 
• According to the logic pu t ou t by 
whomev er is adv ising the Nix on ad­ 
ministration on this matter, a higher 
y en will mean Japanese goods will 
sell for higher prices in the United 
States. This is theoretically tru e (in 
simplistic terms) becau se the dol­ 
lars the Japanese get for what they 
sell here will net them fewer y en 
than before. 
Bu t these analy sts forget one ele- 
De fe ns e 


Since manpower costs today rep­ 
resent more than half of total de­ 
fense spending, this is clearly the 
most sensible place to look for sav ­ 
ings. Bu t most attack ers of defense 
ou tlay s still think it’s sex ier and 
simpler to hack away at new weap­ 
ons sy stems. 
Items lik e the proposed B-l 
bomber, the adv anced, missile- 
bearing Trident nu clear su bmarine, 
the continu ed mu ltiple-warheading 
of many of ou r already emplaced 
land-based missiles are highly v isi­ 
ble targets for the assau lters. 
An ex acting rev iew of the defense 
manpower situ ation requ ires con­ 
siderable sophistication and su btle­ 
ty , bu t, rewarding as it might prov e 
to be in sav ings, few in Congress 
seem willing to u ndertak e it—or to 
mak e compelling demands u pon the 
Pentagon in this field. 
Now, of cou rse, new weapons 
sy stems are ex pensiv e, and, lik e 
nearly ev ery thing else America pu ts 
together these day s, they tend con­ 
sistently to get into cost ov erru ns 
which are qu ick ly adv ertised by 
practiced waste-watchers lik e Wis­ 
consin’s Sen. William Prox mire. 
Still, the military has an adv an­ 
tage in this stru ggle. It can argu e 
plau sibly that a defense force, espe­ 
cially its strategic element, mu st 
constantly be modernized, mu st be 
on gu ard against obsolescence. It 
can also su ccessfu lly stir fears, le­ 
gitimate or otherwise, that not to ad­ 
v ance its weaponry technically is to 
risk giv ing an edge to its potential 
adv ersaries. 
I here is one way in which rising 
manpower costs and the ou tlay s for 
new weaponry intertwine, and here, 
say some bu dget specialists, the 
Congress can be tou gh as nails with 
the military withou t seeming to im­ 
pede technical adv ances. 
The more sophisticated ou r new 
weapons sy stems become, the more 
dependent they are u pon su premely 
sk illed and hence high-paid person­ 
nel. In fact, some bu dget ex perts say

mental fact. Japan basically is a 
middleman. It bu y s hu ge amou nts of 
raw materials abroad, then process­ 
es these imports into manu factu red 
goods and sells them at home and 
abroad. 
As the y en is v alu ed u p, Japanese 
manu factu rers get their raw mate­ 
rials at lower prices (in terms of 
y en). Thiá redu ces the cost of the 
goods they ex port and it lowers also 
the cost of goods the Japanese u se at 
home if those items are made from 
imported materials. 
By carefu lly controlling where 
and whatthey bu y and what they sell 
and where, a ty pe of control at which 
the Japanese hav e shown v irtu osity , 
Tok y o’s ex porters can achiev e al­ 
most the same trading adv antages 
they had before dollar dev alu ation. 
There is, in addition, the possibil­ 
ity that the United States will be in 
worse position after dev alu ation. 
For a goodly amou nt of the things we 
bu y from Japan and other cou ntries 
are lu x u ries. We bu y them regard­ 
less of price becau se prestige is as­ 
sociated with their u se. 
There are some economists, in 
fact, who hold that this bu y ing of 
lu x u ries is the root of ou r trou ble. 
These men say that nations ru n into 
trou ble when the Gross National 
Produ ct rises too far too fast. For 
then the citizenry bu y s so mu ch 
abroad and inv ests so mu ch ov er­ 
seas the monetary balance is u pset. 
s a v ings 


these new sy stems call not only for 
higher sk ills bu t more people. 
Some analy sts believ e, therefore, 
that both Congress and the Presi­ 
dent shou ld requ ire Pentagon plan­ 
ners to design new weaponry with 
decisiv e intent to hold down if not 
bar altogether these associated 
higher manpower costs. 
A more produ ctiv e area for man­ 
power sav ings may be in what are 
called the general pu rpose forces, 
which leav e ou t of accou nt the stra­ 
tegic missile weaponry , whether 
airborne, land-based, or sea-based. 
It is a commonplace, dating at 
least from World War II, that U.S. 
military forces are far more amply 
su pplied with su pport elements than 
any in the world. Giv en ou r basic 
wealth and high liv ing standards, 
this is u nderstandable and, to some 
ex tent, probably inescapable. 
Bu t there are su ggestions from a 
good many nongov ernment bu dget 
specialists that we cou ld field well- 
trained combat forces on a mu ch 
leaner su pplrt base than we present­ 
ly hav e—withou t real loss either in 
combat effectiv eness or morale. 
Unhappily , precision is lack ing in 
the definition of what su pport lev els 
are “su fficient.” A heav y charge 
shou ld be laid u pon the Pentagon to 
sharpen its real needs in this field, 
and, u nsex y thou ght the job may be, 
determined defense bu dget-cu tters 
in Congress shou ld be going at the 
task . 
By one set of measu res, the 
Brook ings Institu tion estimated that 
for the present fiscal y ear indirect 
defense su pport costs “per u nit of 
combat capability ” are su bstantial­ 
ly higher than at the Vietnam war 
peak in 1968, when they were consid­ 
ered abnormally high. Brook ings 
cou ld find no comparable gain in ef­ 
fectiv eness to ju stify the higher su p­ 
port lev els. 
The whole issu e is v ery complex , 
bu t it tru ly deserv es the most pains­ 
tak ing ex ploration by all those con­ 
cerned with a proper defense.

Consu mer credit, inclu ding mon­ 
ey people are borrowing to bu y au to­ 
mobiles ($44.3 billion), has now 
zoomed to an all-time high. It’s to­ 
day $157Vfe billion. 
Bu t watch ou t, folk s! One trou ble 
with borrowing money is that y ou 
hav e to pay it back . 
Stu dy the cu rrent findings of the 
Federal Reserv e Board. You will see 
that hou sehold indebtedness hit a 
postwar record in 1950. It was $21 Vfe 
billion. That’s abou t 10 per cent of 
ou r pu blic’s 1950 after-tax disposa­ 
ble income. Today I find this debt is 
an incredible 19 per cent. 
A fu ll 19 cents ou t of ev ery after­ 
tax dollar the av erage American 
hou sehold now earns is already 
committed in adv ance for debts 
prev iou sly contracted and the inter­ 
est on them. In fact, personal debt is 
now ov erwhelmingly the largest 
part of the av erage hou sehold’s fi­ 
nancial stru ctu re. 
Most credit cards (15 0 million) 
will be mailed ou t this y ear than 
there are adu lts in the United States. 
And, as for the bank s, an estimated 
one ou t of sev en now offers credit 


cards—shou ting, “Come and get it!” 
lik e chu ck -wagon cook s for the cow- 
pu nchers on the range—and all in 
spite of the bite that debt pu ts on to­ 
day ’s av erage American income. 
Tru e, there are some bank ers 
who giv e y ou an u mbrella on a su nny 
day and the first wet day want it 
back . Bu t they are relativ ely few. 
Ou r cou ntry abou nds with cou ra­ 
geou s bank ers who act on their con­ 
v ictions and accept the responsibili­ 
ty for doing so—actu al heroes, when 
need be. 
Nor is it fair for the pu blic to 
blame bank s for high interest rates. 
Interest is merely the rent on mon­ 
ey . When the rent on money is high it 
is the same as if the rent on hou ses is 
high. The high rate is not the cau se 
of the inflation. It is the resu lt of the 
inflation. 
Bu t there is also something of a 
secret abou t the bank ing bu siness. 
Behind the scenes and beneath the 
marble-hall, qu iet stateliness, it is 
highly competitiv e bu siness. It ju st 
look s different on the su rface. 
One competitiv e resu lt has been a 
gradu al enticement of the pu blic into 
debt.

When the stu dents and facu lty of 
Calhou n College (a residential u nit 
of Yale Univ ersity ) pu t together 
their su ggestions for seminars nex t 
y ear, they had the normal list of cu r­ 
rent and popu lar themes. Topics 
were “Beginning Photography ” and 
“Satellites in Space,” “Games Na­ 
tions Play ” and another 40 su ggest­ 
ed cou rses. Bu t the final one was 
pretty powerfu l, for according to 
Seneca, it is the end of all: “Death 
and Dy ing.” 
Whether or not Yale decides to 
create su ch a cou rse for credit 
will not be k nown u ntil nex t fall. Bu t 
the tex t is ready in the new book by 
Dav id Hendin, “Death As A Fact of 
Life.” Since Western cu ltu re has at­ 
tempted to mask the reality of 
death, ev en to the point of a replace­ 
ment v ocabu lary (passing away , 
etc.), few book s and articles appear 
for pu blic discu ssion and u nder­ 
standing. Hendin qu otes H. L. Men­ 
ck en, who said in 1919: “Go to any 
pu blic library and look u nder ‘Death: 
Hu man’ in the card index , and y ou 
will be su rprised to find how few 
book s there are on the su bject.” 
In this one v olu me we hav e al­ 
most ev ery topic that is of real inter­ 
est for the liv ing. Chapters deal with 
technology and the u nending moral 
qu estions: When is a person dead, 
when his heart ceases to beat or 
when his brain dies? Hendin dis­ 
cu sses the tormenting qu estions of 
Eu thanasia, is it mu rder or a mercy 
death to help someone into the nex t 
^orld? Organ transplants as well as 
the deep freeze notion considered by 


some is presented in a thou ghtfu l 
and honest perspectiv e. 
The au thor brings ou t some 
u niqu e reflections of the qu estion of 
death and the phy sician in an u nre­ 
alistic drama that has not faced the 
“terminal qu estion.” Hendin points 
to some cau ses for this, bu t the pri­ 
mary one may be the doctor’s per­ 
sonal problem with facing death. 
Hendin writes with an openness 
and sensitiv ity that comes from the 
liv ing room, not the laboratory . 
Grief and bereav ement are personal 
ex periences for the au thor, not 
something check ed ou t in the library 
card sy stem. He translates his own 
ordeal into a powerfu l v olu me that 
ranges throu gh the ethical-moral- 
personal encou nter that ev ery one 
mu st hav e in approaching death. 
“Today , most deaths occu r in the 
hospital. Death is no longer a peace­ 
fu l, thou gh griev ou s, occasion env el­ 
oped by the warmth of familial feel­ 
ings. Now when man dies his mind is 
fogged by dru gs, he is alone, su r­ 
rou nded and su stained only by the 
hu m of machines. Family members 
often resent being depriv ed of the 
ehance to share life’s waning mo­ 
ments with their lov ed ones; and the 
dy ing su rely mu st wonder why after 
y ears of shared sorrows and joy s 
they cannot be allowed to face the 
greatest of all crises with their fami­ 
lies.” 
“Death As a Fact of Life” will be 
u sed by many clergy men and doc­ 
tors, and certainly by cou ntless 
readers who appreciate a clear look 
at life and dealjff.

“You hav e a friend at Chase 
Manhattan” is a New York City 
hou sehold slogan. Ev en this fine 
bank , long identified with the Rock e­ 
feller family , has seemed to glamor­ 
ize debt. On TV it dramatically 
u rged all listeners not to worry —ju st 
to ex pand their consu mer-borrow­ 
ing for whatev er goodies they de­ 
sire. So hav e nu merou s riv al bank s. 
The great Chase, in fact, has been 
more self-restrained than many oth­ 
ers. 
The American consu mer has 
been u rged not to pay ou tright for 
any thing. The other day a hardware 
store clerk said to me: “My cu stom­ 
ers come in to bu y a few nails and a 
small rak e and charge $6 on their in­ 
terbank card, or something. Are my 
cu stomers brok e, or is the bank 
helping to u rge them not to pay cash 
for any thing?” 
Well, the word debt deriv es from 
the same Latin root as death. “The 
borrower,” it is noted ev en in the 
book of Prov erbs, “is the serv ant of 
the lender.” Throu gh debt y ou can 
learn how salty is another man’s 
bread, how hard it is to go u p and 
down another man’s stairs. 


Instead of ov ersimplify ing and 
promoting debt, don’t all bank s hav e 
an obligation to point ou t that it 
shou ld be incu rred only in emergen­ 
cies, or at least with grav e relu ct­ 
ance? 
Hasn’t ev ery bank some du ty to 
cau tion u s that this is not easy mon­ 
ey —oh, no—and that ev ery nick el 
can be terribly , terribly hard to re­ 
pay ? This is a fact of life. It is a trag­ 
edy when any one learns it too late. 
It hasn’t been too long since the 
bank s were in the pu blic’s doghou se.. 
And in the direction some are going 
it wou ld not tak e too mu ch to pu t 
them right smack back in the dog­ 
hou se again. 
As su re as the Lord made little 
apples, if the cou ntry ’s economic- 
shoe begins to pinch and repay ment' 
problems arise, the pu blic will not* 
blame itself. It will most certainly ,. 
and most hu manly , blame the bank s 
and bank ers. 
With consu mer credit at a new 
all-time high, that day can come. 
The good, wise bank ing brotherhood 
shou ld rev erse its theme and, here - 
and now, preach thrift.

Diploma tic pa rty 
a tiring ra t ra c e

WASHINGTON (NEA)— The 
people I k now in the U.S. diplomatic 
serv ice or in consistent contact with 
it are generally appalled, annoy ed 
and bored stiff With the apiou nt of 
party -giv ing and party -going that 
constitu tes a v eritable hallmark of 
life in the realms of diplomacy . 
I can’t speak for ou r ambassa­ 
dors, career or otherwise. My link s 
are with middle-echelon ty pes—eco­ 
nomic and political attaches, con­ 
su ls, and the lik e. Thou gh their com­ 
petence and hence their u sefu lness 
to this cou ntry abroad v aries widely , 
they hav e passed sev ere tests and 
done mu ch stu dy ing to get where 
they are. Mostly they are highly 
dedicated, seriou s-minded people 
who want to work . 
It is no ex aggeration to say that 
some are literally ex hau sted, in 
spirit if not in body , by the endless 
rou nd of parties which are a bu ilt-in 
featu re of their ev ery foreign as­ 
signment—with some ex ceptions in 
certain Sov iet-dominated Iron Cu r­ 
tain cou ntries. 
How long this fu riou s party pace 
has been a cu stom I hav e no idea. I 
only k now that I’v e been listening to 
complaints abou t it from people in 
the U.S. Foreign Serv ice for nearly 
two decades. 
Obv iou sly the blame for this phe­ 
nomenon can’t be laid principally at 
America’s door. You can safely gen­ 
eralize and say that Eu ropeans, par­ 
ticu larly , are traditionally great lov ­ 
ers of ceremony . As au thor Lewis 
Mu mford long ago pointed ou t in his 
classic stu dy of the dev elopment of 
cities, Eu ropean capitals for the 
most part were laid ou t almost as 
back drops for pomp and show. 
There is nothing wrong with cere­ 
mony , either on the spaciou s av e­ 
nu es or in diplomacy ’s great halls. 
Ev ery nation, as ev ery indiv idu al, 
needs its. The golden trappings of 
life, worn with ju diciou s restraint, 
are an enhancement—adding dig­ 
nity , color, and drama. 
Bu t ceremonies fou r or more 
times a week ? On its face the idea is 
an absu rdity . Yet we are totally 


cau ght u p in it. Ou r diplomatic rep­ 
resentativ es not only tromp the par­ 
ty circu it du tifu lly , gu ssied u p in 
their finery and clink ing cock tail, 
glasses with appropriate if slightly 
tired smiles, bu t they mu st of cou rse' 
reciprocate and giv e their fair share 
of these chatter festiv als. 
The amou nt of time, energy and 
money wasted on these affairs has to 
be colossal. Think of the comings 
and goings, the gallons of fu el con- - 
su med by those gas-gu zzling black 
dinosau rs which transport the diplo­ 
mats, the v olu me of booze downed in 
the name of preserv ing and ex tend­ 
ing the amenities. 
Any one who has ev er attended , 
one of these things either here or 
abroad k nows, too, that the food ta­ 
bles alway s hav e a lu sh look . 
If y ou happen to be a fairly well- - 
off middle class citizen giv en to hav ­ 
ing an occasional party at home, y ou 
k now well what that costs. Imagine 
the price tag on a ty pical, large- 
scale diplomatic blow-ou t. 
All this may sou nd a little lik e the 
195 0-sty le assau lts, mostly by politi­ 
cal conserv ativ es, against the 
“striped-pants boy s” in the State . 
Department and the Foreign Serv ­ 
ice. 
The aim here, howev er, is not su ­ 
perciliou s sniping at the irrelev ant 
friv olities of the diplomatic arena. It 
is to su ggest that the party -going , 
phenomenon is sy mptomatic of 
deeper flaws in the ev er-ex panding * 
field of diplomatic interchange. 
For instance, ou r basic military 
alliance with Western Eu rope, 
NATO, has grown in two decades in­ 
to a pretty lu x u riou s bu reau cracy . * 
In the relativ ely new NATO head- : 
q u arters in Bru ssels, we hav e a hu ge 
wing. Altogether, there are cou ntless 
conference rooms, committees ga­ 
lore, soldiers and diplomats grown 
secu re and comfortable in what 
seems the near-permanency of their 
jobs. 
All aside from nu mbers of troops 
in the field, does this k ind of liv ing 
hav e mu ch to do with free world se­ 
cu rity ?

For the fou r-hou r passage u p 
the narrow, bending riv er, past 
soft-sou nding names like Coco­ 
nu t Bay , Coral Banks, Moon 
Riv er, they had to sign in- 
demnity -release

were ordered by the captain at 
dinner the night before to re­ 
main below decks. 
“The war’s not really ov er,” 
the dining room steward fed 
their apprehensions. “There’s a 
lot of diehards arou nd shooting 
u p the place.” He mentioned 
names that didn’t ring so soft­ 
ly : Charlie cou ntry , Rocket Al­ 
ley , Dead Man’s Bend.

freighter, Capt. Norman V. 
Jennings of Boston and San 
Carlos, Calif., watched the 
nimble Vietnamese pilot climb 
the rope ladder from the bob­ 
bing pilot boat. A stiff breeze 
was spanking ou t white caps 
across Coconu t Bay , where, at 
the height of the war, more 
than 100 ships lay at anchor 
waiting to enter the riv er’s 
mou th. Off to the starboard, the 
beach u mbrellas and red tile 
v illa roofs of Vu ng Tau , the old 
resort town the French called 
Cap St. Jacq u es, glittered in 
the noonday glare. 
Jennings 
had 
made 
the 
tortu ou s, 46 -mile passage more 
than 20 times before, all the 
way back to 1956, when the

banks were lu sh and primitiv e 
and dank with the hot breath of 
the Orient. Du ring the war, the 
balm trees were cu t back and 
the mangrov e swamps defo­ 
liated to discou rage the Viet 
Cong who had made a shooting 
gallery of Saigon’s narrow life­ 
line to the sea. 
This time there were no sand­ 
bags on the bridge of the Presi­ 
dent Tay lor, and the crew went 
to battle stations withou t hel­ 
mets and flak jackets. Cease­ 
fire was on, and it was weeks 
since the Shell tanker Hemi- 
sinu s entered the pilot’s log 
book as the last ship to come 
u nder heav y attack in the riv ­ 
er. 
“I didn’t bother to break ou t 
the signal flares,” the captain 


said, “bu t we are manning an 
alternate steering station aft. If 
any thing happens to the bridge, 
y ou ’v e got to be able to recov er 
real fast. There isn’t too mu ch 
room to maneu v er u p that 
channel.” 
The pilot, 36 -y ear-old Tran 
Binh Sanh, came aboard wear­ 
ing a black baseball hat instead 
of a steel helmet; and for the 
first time in any one’s memory , 
he wasn’t wearing a si dearm. 
“We go u p on the flood tide,” 
Jennings said, ex plaining the 
delay in getting u nder way . 
“With all this v egetation cu t 
back, it’s difficu lt to tell the 
riv er from its banks. The chan­ 
nel is fast, narrow and fu ll of 
su dden cu rv es and bends. Shal­ 
low, too; less than 20 feet at

low tide, and we hav e a draft 
of 27 feet. Ships can pass each 
other any where in the riv er, 
bu t there’s no place for any ­ 
thing as big as u s to tu rn 
arou nd.” 
Six checkpoints climbed in 
nu merical order u p the riv er 
from Vu ng Tau , bu t the miles 
were cou nted in descending or­ 
der, with Saigon’s floating res­ 
tau rant as the zero marker and 
the mou th of the riv er Mile 49. 
Checkpoint 1 was a Vietna­ 
mese nav y gu nboat anchored in 
a palmetto-shaded cov e, her 
crew sway ing gently at siesta 
in their hammocks. Two was 
an army mu dfort with no sign 
of life bu t the red and y ellow 
flag of Sou th Vietnam flapping 
ov er a desolate sandbar.

Checkpoint 3, Dead Man’s 
Bend, sent the compass swim­ 
ming in the binnacle. The big 
ship seemed almost to dou ble 
back on herself. Negotiating 
this bend on Au g. 23, 1966, the 
Baton Rou ge Victory went 
agrou nd when she hit a mine 
that blew apart her engine 
room and drowned sev en sail­ 
ors. 
“Keep going is all y ou can

Dear Dr. Lamb—Is it po s­ 
sible to co rrect a hernia o f the 
lo wer abdo men witho u t su rgery 
o r ho spitalizatio n? A man to ld 
me he had a hernia co rrected in 
this manner. 
Dear Reader—There are a 
nu mber o f things that are do ne 
to peo ple to co rrect pro blems in 
the lo wer abdo men area which 
aren’t necessarily hernias, 
su ch as withdrawal o f flu id 
fro m a sac in the scro tu m. Bu t 
the o nly real way to co rrect a 
hernia in that area is su rgical. 
The hernia o ccu rs becau se 
the mu scles and tendo ns 
aro u nd the lo wer abdo men in 
this area are to rn and stret­ 
ched. The 
mo st co mmo n 
pro blem then is that a lo o p o f 
bo wel slips o u t alo ng the same 
area that the co rd to the testicle 
co mes o u t fro m a ho le in the 
abdo men. The lo o p o f intestine 
can then slip o u t thro u gh the 
lo wer part o f the abdo men and 
into the scro tal sac. 
In wo men there is a stru ctu re 
co mparable to the co rd which 
also is asso ciated with a 
weakening o f the lo wer ab­ 
do minal wall bu t it’s u su ally no t 
as mu ch o f a pro blem as in 
men. The lo o p o f bo wel, if it’s 
o u t, has to be placed back in the 
abdo men (they u su ally slide 
in and o u t any way u nless they 
beco me strangu lated) and then 
the to rn and o v er-stretched 
ligaments and mu scles hav e to

be pro perly relo cated, and 
su tu red in place. If the su tu res 
ho ld and the stru ctu res do n’t 
stretch o r tear again then the 
hernia is co rrected. 
So me peo ple u se a tru ss and 
ex ternal dev ices bu t in mo st 
instances, if the patient’s 
co nditio n permits it, I believ e 
that su rgery is the pro per 
answer.

They ll Do It Ev ery Time 
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Hanoi taking on 
a post-war look 


HANOI (AP) - They ’re be­ 
ginning to fill in so me o f the 
bo mb shelters and slit trenches 
amo ng the co co nut palms and 
banana trees in thus bo mb- 
scarred city . 
“ The war is o v er,” a No rth 
Vietnamese o fficial said. “ The 
Americans are nev er co ming 
back.” 
Ev ery where there are chil­ 
dren and signs o f abject po v er­ 
ty . And o ddly , fo r a city o f 
abo ut o ne millio n children and 
adults, there are few such pets 
as do gs o r cats abo ut. 
Cy clists fill the ro ads with 
ho nking trucks try ing to clear a 
path behind them. Alo ng o ne 
side o f the ro ad an ancient 
streetcar drags its way thro ugh 
the human traffic, its interio r 
crammed with do cile, simple 
faces. 
The No rth Vietnamese, it 
seems, are co ntent with the ba­ 
rest essentials, the primitiv e 
mo de o f liv ing usually asso ci­ 
ated with an iso lated state cut 
o ft fro m the rest o f the wo rld 
because o f a war that has 
drawn mo st o f its mature 
males fro m the city streets. 
Yet the children appear hap­ 
py , as mo st children are ev ery ­ 
where. They seem well fed, 
their clo thes shabby but clean, 
their feet co v ered in a co mmo n 
ty pe o f rubber sandal. 
Shy at first, the y o ungsters 
o n a day free o f scho o l fill the 


tranquil parks, baiting their 
lines fo r fish in the smo o th 
po nds. They stare at strangers 
o penly , especially at white per­ 
so ns. They sho w no signs o f ha­ 
tred. 
The sudden appearance Sun­ 
day o f a large gro up o f Cana­ 
dian newspapermen, pho to gra­ 
phers, cameramen and bro ad­ 
casters filled them with awe. 
They stared and stared. When 
finally the Canadians began 
teasing them, the children sud­ 
denly respo nded. 
On Hano i’s o utskirts, the new 
rice sho o ts are sho wing. Co rn is 
abo ut three feet high. The co co ­ 
nuts are turning bro wn tho ugh 
the bananas are still green and 
y o ung. 
The scars are in the fields 
and the twisted, ruined build­ 
ings alo ng the ro ads. Hano i 
built 
many 
bo mb shelters; 
so me 
elabo rately 
made 
o f 
brick, so me shaped like a sew­ 
er pipe sho v ed v ertically into 
the gro und and co v ered with a 
cement lid. 
Sco rched railway cars stand 
like skeleto ns o n their twisted 
tracks. Railway statio ns appear 
to hav e been pulled do wn and 
their rubble spread smo o thly 
o v er the field. 
Many o f the airpo rt buildings 
are shattered. The Lo ng Bien 
bridge leading fro m the o ut­ 
skirts to the center o f Hano i is 
o ld and battle-scarred. The bi­ 


cy cle riders clo g the narro w 
passages and the trucks behind 
ho nk and ho nk. 
Unlike Saigo n with its no isy 
mo to rbikes, Hano i’s pedal -push­ 
ers are mo stly silent. The city 
is a lush green, still co nv ey ing 
so me o f the atmo sphere o f an 
o ld French co lo nial to wn. 
And amid the bicy cle riders, 
the o x en still pull the o dd cart 
o r languish lazily by the side o f 
the ro ad. 
A stranger in the city seems 
to bring ex citing change. Yo ung 
so ldiers stro lling the parks 
seem as curio us as the chil­ 
dren. There are few signs o f 
bright lights o r brightly lit 
cafes. 
“ We hav e been at war a lo ng 
time,” an o fficial say s witho ut 
waiting fo r y o ur questio n. “ We 
hav e much to do .”
